A STRONG COMPLAINT. 


Discrimination of the Manitoba Railroad 
Against Dakota Farmers. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 12.—The Interstate 
Commerce Commission has received a long 
complaint from Nelson L. Derby of St. 
Thomas, Dak., which is supplementary to 
those already received from other farmers of 
that vicinity, alleging a refusal on the part 
ofthe Manitoba Rallroad Company to furnish 
ears for the shipment of the wheat 
crop of that region. This, like the 
previous complaints from that neighbor- 


hood, assumes tospeak forthe entire com- 
munity of farmers and bears evidence of being 
the outcome of a general movement of farm- 
ers forrelief. It avers that the local press is 
muzzled, thatthe free pass system ig in full 
operation as before the assage of the 
Interstate law, and that the pros- 
erity of the community hangs upon the 
ntervention of the Commission. It is stated 
as the prevailing belief of the farmers that the 
roprietor of a certain elevator line, by col- 
usion with the railroad authorities has reached 
a position ‘‘from which he controls 
the price of wheat, if not through. 
the entire country, certainly through the 
spring wheat belt of the Northwest. 
e complainant narrates some past experi- 
ences, among them the receipt of an order 
from the railroad company to ship his wheat 
through these particular elevators, accompa- 
nied by an intimation that if he did not wish to 
do so, he could stop raising wheat.. At one 
time, he says, the farmers seized the cars they 
needed, despite the railroad people and 
loaded their wheat, which resulted in the 
adoption of a plan by the railroad of keeping 
their empty cars at a distance from the wheat 
stations,

ivenin the matter of the complaint by the 
range County Milk Producers against certain 
rallrvads charging discrimination in rates.

The Asiatic Quarterly for July contains 
at least one article which is of special in- 
terest at this moment.

SLAVERY IN EGYPT. 


Soudanese Stealers and Dealers Who Thrive 
in a Vile Trade. 


From the New York Sun. 


British vessels in the Red Sea have 
lately captured four slave dhows, and the 
Egyptian Government has fitted them up 
as cruisers for the suppression of 
the infamous trade. The slavers were 
never so bold before. They take their 
human cargoes to Jeddah, ‘which is the 
port of Mecca on the Red Sea, and they 
boldly incur the greatest risks. Less 
than three weeks ago the launch of a 
British man-of-war was attacked by a 
slaver, and six Englishmen were wounded 
inthe fight, The dhow was, however, 
os and forty-three slaves were res- 
eued. 

The slave-dealers are Soudanese, the 
followers of the new Mahdi. All restric- 
tion upon slave-stealing in the Soudan be- 
ing now removed, they have once more 
tapped the old source of supply in South- 
ern Darfur and the Bahr el Ghazol region. 
Slaves are being, driven by thousands 
to Khartoum, the dealers can only 
smuggle their victims over to Jeddah and 
Mi ‘ca their —4— are enormous. Young 
women and ig boys who cun be driven to 
the coast ata total cost of not over $25 
apiece sell readily in the larger Arabian 
towns for from five to ten times that 
amount. 

The temptation to run great risks in 


order to pocket these great profits is 
evormous, particularly as the Soudanese 
are in desperate need of trade goods, and 
the slavers have only to return home with 


cloth and other desirable commodities to 
roam another large harvest. The slave 
trade is now stimulated not only by the 
great profits of the business, but also by 
the fact that all trade is contraband. 
The merchantsrun justas great risks if 
they are 22 with ostrich feathers or 
ivory, on which the profit is much less 
than on slayes. They are, therefore, con- 
fining themselves to slaves. 

The sufferings of the poor captives are 
terrible. It takes wbout seven weeks to 
drive them from Khartoum to the coast. 
One party that recently left Khartoum 
300 strong reached the coast only 200 in 
number. The bones of the other hun- 
dred strew the route from Berber to 
the sea. lt is said that about 
three thousand slaves have been smug- 
gled across the Red Sea to Jeddah 
since January 1. It is remarkable that 
the semi-barbarians of the Soudan are 
able to carry on so large a trade in these 
waters. Every dhow whose hold is packed 
with black merchandise crosses the busy 
highway followed by most of the vessels 
plying etween Europe and the Orient. 

he slaves are taken to some little har- 
bor or anchorage north or south of Sua- 
kim, which is the only point where British 
vessels are stationed. They are quickly 
— into dhows which ent over to 
eddah in the night time. The people 
of Jeddah and Mecca are slave 
dealers themselves and thorough 
sympathizers with the Soudanese, 
and the traffic is secretly fostered by 
the Turkish authoritles in those towns. 
It has just been discovered that many of 
these new slaves havé been introduced 
into Egypt by pilgrim bands returning 
home, who pretend thatthe captives are 
legitimate parts of their caravan. Many 
of these slaves have been liberated by the 
authorities. 

The only remedies for this sudden re- 
vival of the slave tradeon the Red Sea 
seem to be relentless war on slave-dealers 
and the opening of the Soudan as soon as 
possible to legitimate commerce. 


Longevity in Germany. 


The Berlin Statistische Korrespondenz, 
by way of velebrating the Emperor of Ger- 
many’s both birthday, has recently pub- 
lished a list of all the known persons in 
the Prussian Kingdom who are older than 
the sovereign. tthe taking of the cen- 
sus of December 1, 188, there was 
1 man of 120 years, another of 118 
ears; a woman of 117, another of 
15; 2 women of 112; 2 men and 1 
woman of 111; 5 women of 110; 1 man 
and 4gwomen of 109; 3 men and 2 women 
of 108; 2 men and 10 women of 107; 13 men 
and 7 women of 106, and quite a large 
number who had attained to their 105th 
year. The total number of persons who 
gave their age at over 100 was 160. The 
province of Silesia appears to be excep- 
tionally favorable to longevity. Out of 
the 1,073 male persons between their 90th 
and 95th year in all the Prussian Prov- 
inces one in flve is a Silesian, and out of 
the 306 men between 95 and 100 years old 
51 are natives of Silesm. Out of 
the 2,766 Prussian women between the 
ages of 90 and 95, 371 areSilesians. There 
are ninety-nine women in Silesia between 
9 and 100 years old, and thirty Silesian 
women who have exceeded their 100th 
ear. The centenarians are thickest in 
the district of Oppeln. They are also 
numerous ein the provinces of Posen and 
East Prussia, but the western dommions 
of the King of Prussia, and particularly 
the Rhineland and the manufacturing 
districts of Eberfield, Crefeld and the 
Dutch frontier are not so favorable to ex- 
traordinary length of life.

SUNDAY LAW DIPFICULTIES. 

There is no enforcement of the Sunday 
law in tue country. The generally felt 
need ofa day of rest has made a general 
observance of that dax for that purpose 
habitual with the people, and so, when a 
person is seen at work in his ordinary 
avocation on Sunday, his neighbors as- 
sume that he has some good excuse for it. 
Fishing or gunning for game on Sunday is 
universally overlooked in the same 
way. Grand-juries rarely make any 
Inquiry into such cases, and personal 
malice is supposed to be the motive of 
those who present such cases to the 
Grand-juries, unless there issome ques- 
tion of protecting children or bound ap- 
prentices from cruel treatment. In short, 
the Sunday law is supposed to enforce it- 
self in the country as far as it ought to be 
enforced at all—that is to say, everybody. 
is supposed to obey it voluntarily, and to 
have a lawful excuse for every seeming 
violation of it. 

Lawful excuses are so easily made out 
in the case of the Sunday law that only 
cases of flagrantand persistent or habit- 
ual violation of it are noticed. Even then 
the accused is made his own witness and 
his own judge of the necessity of his Sun- 
day work to such an extent that the Sun- 
day law has become practically a dead 
letter, so far as enforced obedience is con- 
cerned, everywhere exceptin towns and 
cities. Breweries, distilleries and all 
other industries that from the nature of 
the business cannot stop work on Sundays 
without losing more than one day and in- 
curring great pecuniary loss, have always 
been permitted to run, like public con- 
veyances, asif the Sunday law was not 
made to apply to them at all. 

If the same reasons for exemption,and the 
same system of indulgence were logically 
applied in cities, a great variety of employ-

„% Erminie,“ the New York Success, Given 
Under Another Name Last Night—tThe 
Promised Hit of the Season—A Pretty 
Comedy and Brilliant Music—Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s Latest Opera Produced at 
Schnaider’s Garden—An Old Actor Dead. 


The Bijou Opera Company gave their first 
performance of Robert Macaire last night at 
Uhrig’s Cave.

In taking its bright lines 
and catchy situation for the purposes ofa 
libretto the author of ‘‘Erminie’’ has done 
what mostany mediocre writter would @o in 
revamping the work of a genius. He has 
treated it mildly. Thestory is told entirely 
and would be completely under- 
stood without the introduction of 
the musical numbers. At appropriate inter- 
vais some one is asked to sing a song, or some 
other body’s remark reminds a partyof the 
lullaby the party’s mother used to sing, and 
then the leader taps with his stick and 
you get the lullaby right then, It 
steps in with that same punctual- 
ity that ushers in the low comedian 
in the afterpiece of a minstrel show when the 
banjo player says, ‘‘I’ve just putan advertise- 
ment in the paper for a boy. Time he should 
be here. 

The beauty of the arrangement is that if you 
don’t like the muste you see a tidy comedy. 
The tunes are strung on it. 

But you do like the music. It’s full 
of pretty airs that you can go away and 
whistle and some that youcan whistle before 
you go away, particularly the dickey bird’s 
song, partof whichis whistled by the chorus 
girls, who look very mischievous while they 
do it. 


The music is of that character that, 


heard to-night, runs in your head 
to-morrow with a. familiarity that 


makes you wonder where you heardit. Itis 
of a character that will make the week’s pro- 
duction perhaps the most popular of this sum- 
mer season, and the work is nicely divided. 
The ‘‘Good-Night’’ sextette and chorus, sung 
in the last act without orchestral accompuni- 
ment, is one of the most beautiful 
things ever sung by an opera company. It is 
alone worth waiting through two acts to hear, 
even ifthe acts were without merit them- 
selves, but when filled with such beautiful 
numbers as grace the first two acts of Robert 
Macuire, a success iss assured de- 

ond all interference of chance. Miss 

earles’ ‘*By-By’’ song and its 
chorus are very winning, and there is a 
charming sextette in the second act, ‘‘When 
First I Saw lou. Denham and Shackford 
have a Sing Sing lock-step double song and 
dance that is very funny. There are so many 
other noticeably fine numbers that it would be 
tiresome to enumerate them. 

As may be inferred the opera requires actors 
as well as singers, and if there is anything the 
Bijou Company can boast of, its actors. Denham 
hasn't had as good a chance since 
he did such splendid character 
work as the bandit in Fra Diavaio.’ 
Shackf. rd is so 1 and at home, and 
looks so handsome in Macaire that one feeis 
sorry when he leaves the stage. Wolff has his 
best line in the Count, a clean comedy old 
man. 

Armand hasn't enough to do in solo work, 
but his voice brightens every concerted piece. 
Miss Searles’ part is one in which she shows to 
advantage. iss Porteons has an oppor- 
tunity for good soubrette work as Fanchon 
and is very clever in it as she always is. Miss 
May has a iat“ part, to use a bit of stage 
vernacular, whic she makes irresistibly 
funny without alluwing it to become coarse.

Butthen there is something 
so refreshingly substantial about the lady her 
seif that any display, however unexpected, is 
rather welcome than otherwise, 

Miss Agnes Evans has al ttle more responsi- 
bility than usual and acquits herself nicely. 
She has a very important part in the ‘‘Good- 
Night’’ sextette, in which the firmness and 
accuracy, as well asmelody of her tones, 
were very 5 to her friends. The chorus 
is splendidly rehearsed, well drilied and 
does its work well. Thecostumes are very at- 
tractive and the stage pictures, aided by the 
lavish use of calciums, are excellent indeed. 

When the summer has gone and the Bijou 
company has taken its nomadic tentto other 
welcoming places, Robert Macaire will be one
